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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 16 July 2002 is acknowledged. Claims 47, 50, 55-68, and 
70-72 are pending and under examination in this application. The text of those sections of Title 
35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

Claim Rejections/Objections Withdrawn 

2. The rejection of claims 47, 50, 55-68, 71, and 72 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is withdrawn in 
response to Applicant's amendment. 

Claim Rejections Maintained/New Grounds of Rejection/Objection 

3. The rejection of claim 70 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is maintained for reasons of record in 
the office action of paper no. 20. 

Applicant's amendment is insufficient to overcome this rejection because claim 70 is 
drawn to methods using anti-RAGE antibodies. 

4. Claim 64 is newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as indefinite. It is 
unclear how a retroviral vector could be used to administer a protein. 

5. Claim 61 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 47. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k).
